or more public health nurses in any 
health district as and when required 
by the provincial board, 

In addition to the power the provin- 
cial board now has, in cases of an 
epidemie to order local boards to do 
certain things, and, if the local board 
fails to step in and do these things, 
to charge the same up to the muni- 
cipality. The bil] asks that the pro- 
vincial board be given the power to 
act directly if circumstances demand 
t. It also provides that members of 
local boards of health shall be sub- 
ject to penalties if they do not per- 
form their duties, as well as those 
who allow their premises to get into 
an unsanitary condition; and there is 
also provision whereby the corpora- 
tion itself, if it does not appoint a 
local board to do its duty, is liable to 
be penalized in the sum of $500.
